President Truman, back from his fong flight to talk with 
Gencral Douglas MacArthur, tonight called on Russia to give 
“concrete and positive proof of its intontion to work for peace.” 

Broadcasting to tho nation, the President declared, “No 
country in the world which really wants peace has any reason 
to fear tho United States.” 

The President said that the Soviet Union could do 
it wanted to prove that it really wanted peage: 

(1). Live up to the principles of the United Nations Charter. 

(2) Join the rest of the United Nations in calling on the North 
Koreans to lay down their arms immediately. : \ 
(3) Lift the Iron Curtain and permit the free exchange of in- 
formation and ideas..
